“It is only through exceptional 
courage.and stamina that Fred 
Carron of Gilead is alive today. 
He was staying in a camp on the 
Cummings Evans Brook Timber 
Sale in Evans Notch. During the 
storm last week a large tree crash- 
ed through the roof, onto the dou- 
ble bunk in which he was lying, 
forcing the upper spring down 
pinning his Teg, breaking it below 
the knee and crushing his foot, 
Using his buck saw, which fortun- 
ately was within reach, he sanved 
off the tree, releasing his leg. 

For two days he struggled in 
the deep snow, caring for his hors 
and constructing an improvised 
sled of planks which would carry 
his weight and not sink too far 
into the snow. Two nights were 
spent beside the stove ‘Keeping a 
fire to keep warm. At last, at 10 
o'clock Thursday morning he 
hitched the horse to the “sled” and 
Started out. How he made the 
trip from camp to Hastings only 
he knows, 

About five p. m., Steve McLain, 
at Hastings Guard Station, heard 
a shout, Going to the road he found 
Fred sitting on a box on his “sled” 
with another box in front contain- 
ing his cat and food, Steve gave 
him stimulants, wrapped him in 
blankets and started for civiliza-< 
tion with him, Five hours were 
Spent covering the three miles to 
Gilead, cutting only trees enough 
to allow the horse to pass. Mr, 
Carron was then rushed to a Ber~ 
lin hospital where they report he 
is doing nicely—~(From “The Ran-« 
ger’s Column,” by W. F. Bond, An- 
droscoggin District Ranger, White 
Mountain National Forest.)
